The Sun’s Brig.itness 


Total Quantity of Light Shed by 
the Earth’s Great Luminary 


' One of the biggest artificial lights 
and carried; 


in the world is the 50,000,000 candle- 

ower light installed at the Falls of 

iagara. When this gigantic instafla- 
tion was made it was claimed to be 
the nearest approach to real sun- 
shine ever devised by man, ond that 
may be true. But it is interesting to 
ascertain, if possible, how much it 
fell short of the actual output of 
light by the earth’s great luminary, 
and, strangely enough, there are fig- 
ures in existence which enable a com- 
parison to be made, Yet it may be 
stated at once that these figures are 
so stupendous as to leave the human 
mind absolutely “in the dark.” 

Scientists have made calculations, 
based upon careful and repeated ex- 
periments, of the total quantity of 
sunlight given out by the sun, and 
found it to be a quantity represented 
by candles running to twetty-cight 
figures—candle-power being ike offi- 
cial unit. 

How many lights equal to the 
Niagara installation would it require 
to match Dame Nature’s big instal- 
lation which appears above the hori- 
zon so regularly every day? More 
big figures. It is estimated that it 
would require 31,500,000,000,000,000,- 
000 just as powerful as the biggest 
man has accomplished. So ncle 
Sam will have to try again.

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Improvements in 
7 Egg Production 


A Few Poor Birds Greatly Reduce 
the Average of the Good Ones 


The efforts of the poultrymen in 
managing the laying flock should not 
only be con:entrated upon present 
production, but upon means and 
methods of increasing future pro- 
duction. Improvements 1 this line 
necessitate a close study of the indi- 
vidual, for it is the individual whicn 
inakes the average, and a fiw. poor 
birds greatly: reduce the . crage of 
the good ones. In a flock of 100 
hens it will be found that on the av- 
erage 10 to 30 per cent. rarely lay 
an egg diring the profitable months 
of the year, and another smal! per- 
centage may be barren, while the re- 
mainder are fairly good layers. The 
only way is to weed out the poor 
layers and keep ‘only the best. It 
often pays better to take one hun- 
dred hens out of a flock of one hun- 
dred and fifty, after which, with less 
labor, one can get nearly as many 
eggs and a much = more profitable 
yield per bird. 

Where the selection is not made, 
the poor birds are fed at the expense 
of the better ones, Improvement can 
come largely through the union of 
two factors: (1) Rigid selection at 
the end of the pullet year, and the 
mating of a breeding pen from the 
best birds. (2) By producing re’a- 
tively early hatches and selecting 
rigidly throughout the season, keep- 
ing only the best youngsters for fu- 
ture production. 


How to Avoid a Cold 

The idea is to make every muscle 
of the body tense. The hands can 
be kept straight at the sides, with 
the muscles perfectly rigid. Ever 
muscle of the body should be rigid, 
and in, that condition you will soon 
find that you are breathing hard.

Improvements in 
Egg Production 


A Few Poor Birds Greatly Reduce 
the Average of the Good Ones 


The efforts of the poultrymen tn 
'managing the laying flock should not 
fonly be con:entrated upon present 
‘production, but upon meaps and 
‘methods of increasing future pro- 
\duction. Improvements in this line 
necessitate a close study of the indi- 
ividual, for it is the individual whico 
jinakes the average, and a few poet 
‘birds greatly: reduce the . crage 

the good ones. In a flock of 100 
hens it will be found that on the av- 
lerage 10 to 30 per cent. rarely lay 
an egg during the profitable months 
of the year, and another smal! per- 
centage may be barren, while the re- 
mainder are fairly good layers. The 
only way is to weed out the poor 
| layers and keep‘only the best. It 
often pays better to take one hun- 
dred hens out of a flock of one hun- 
dred and fifty, after which, with less 
labor, one can get nearly as many 
eggs and a much more profitable 
yield per bird. 

Where the selection is not made, 
the poor birds are fed at the expense 
of the better ones, Improvement can 
come largely through the union of 
two factors: (1) Rigid selection at 
the end. of the pullet year; andthe 
mating of a breeding pen from ‘the 
best birds.

Recent German Publications Show the Effect the Sword-Rattlers 
Are Having on the Minds of the People in Enemy Countries, 
For Whom Peace Talk has no Real Meaning 


Sword rattling has been elevated 
into a religion in Germany, writes 
wlian Grande. from Berne, Switzer- 

d, to the New York Times, and 
he warns those persons who want 
“peace by understanding” that Ger- 
many, far from being cured of the 
war spirit, is actually educating her 
People to the necessity of another 
war to follow this one. 

This “next war” literature advo- 
cates six main ideas concerning the 
desirability of war for itself. They

The. most assiduous of the. Ger- 
man sword-ratt’ers are the German 
professors. Professor Rudolph Enck- 
en of Jena argues that wa: and civ- 
ilization ar’ sot opposed as might 
appear to be the case. This learned 
doctor asserts that war destioys all 
shams and brings truth to sight; it 
Preserves people from artihciality 
and cffeminancy; it causes the re- 
gencration. of mankind and the  re- 
juvenation™ of civilization.- 

Another man, Professor FE. 
denburg, in a book called 
many’s Aims in the War,” publish- 
ed only last year, concludes that the 
world’s history’ follows natural laws 
and not cthical laws. This gentle- 
man is of the opinion that a court 
of faw for the decision of interna- 
tional disputes would be a serious 
Obstacle to healthy progress. After 
the war Germany must contimue | to 
pile up armaments in order to in- 
sure her future. “In future Ger- 
many must be more strongly. armed 
ea both at sea and on land.”

Onc of them says 
that “Pacifism is madness,” ard that

“Above all, we had then far fewer 
avowed enemics than now,” But, as 
is admitted with ¢ngaging frankness, 
early in the war Austria and ~ Ger- 
many hoped to win neutrals to their 
way of thinking: Germany. in par- 
ticular, laid herself out, with no less 
zeal ‘than confidence to win neutrals 
to her cause, firmly convinced that 
“if only our catise were sufficiently 
well cxplained. to them neutrals 
would undoubtedly turn to us, and 
especially: to Germany. 

“Most hopes of all were built upon 
America, which was considered as 
the leading power among neutrals, 
and with its help it was hoped to 
win over the other neutrals. Bales 
upon bales of propaganda writings 
were despatched to neutral countries 
for the time of scareity of paper had 
not arrived .... It was all of no 
avail. We have not won over a 
single neutralcountry.” On the con- 
trary, concludes Die Zcit, even coun- 
tries which have hitherto remained 
neutral “are no longer able to con- 
ceal their aversion to our cause and 
their positive hatred of the Germans 
empire.” 

Another “castle in the air” was the 
notion that the central cmpircs were 
self-sufficient and did not need trade 
or communications with the rest of 
the world. “We. were assured,” says 
Die Zeit, “by all those whom it ir- 
reverently stigmatizes as fools, “that 
Turkey would supply us, with any 
quantity of raw materials; that Egy- 
pt had endless supplics of cotton; 
that in Anatolia there were unlimit- 
ed stocks of wheat and = minerals, 
finally, that everything any one could 
possibly want was to be had in 
abundance *in--Mes@potamia.” The 
only drawback to the Egyptian cot- 
ton was that Turkey had first to re- 
conquer Egypt from England. A dis- 
advantage of the Anatolian wheat 
and ore was the absence of means of
